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THE  ORIGIN  OF  THE  PENNY  AND  ITS  FRACTIONS.

It  has  been  announced  recently  that  when  a  decimal  coinage  is  introduced  in 
Great  Britain  the  minor  unit,  or  one  hundredth  part  of2.  £  will  be  known  throughout 
the  country  as  the  “  new  penny  ”  and  it  seems  that  the  penny  will  remain  an  English 
word  for  a  long  time.  It  is  perhaps  appropriate  at  this  time  to  look  at  the  history  of 
the  penny  which  has  been  an  English  coin  for  twelve  hundred  years. 

Introduction  of  the  penny. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  half  of  the  eighth  century,  the  sceatta  was  the  only  English 
coin  passing  as  currency.  This  small  coin,  which  was  struck  on  thick,  bullet-shaped 
pieces,  had  had  its  silver  content  reduced  gradually  until  it  was  almost  entirely  base. 

The  new  penny  of  the  eighth  century  was  of  good  quality  silver,  but  in  the  usual  way 
the  coin  became  base.  When  the  size  of  a  coin  produced  from  a  pennyworth  of  silver 
was  very  small  the  change  to  copper  came  about.  The  very  first  penny  appears  to  have  ^ 
been  struck  by  Heaberht,  an  almost  unknown  king  of  Kent,  circa  765;  followed 
closely  by  another  minor  Kentish  king,  Ecgberht.  The  idea  of  the  penny  may  have 
come  to  the  rulers  of  Kent  from  the  contemporary  novus  denarius  of  the  French  king, 
Pepin,  v/hich  was  circulating  on  the  continent.  The  general  commencement  of  this 
coin,  however,  may  be  credited  to  Offa,  king  of  Mercia,  757-796.  This  great  king 
issued  pennies,  including  very  fine  portrait  types,  in  large  numbers  judging  from 
the  examples  extant  today. 

One  may  ask  why  a  change  from  a  small,  thick  coin  to  a  larger,  thinner  one  came 
about.  I  think  that  there  were  two  reasons.  The  first,  which  probably  accounted 
for  the  issue  from  the  Kentish  kings,  was  in  imitation  of  the  Frankish  coins,  in  order 
that  the  money  would  be  accepted  by  merchants.  The  circulation  abroad  of  English 
money  is  evident  from  finds  of  our  coins  of  the  Saxon  kings  on  the  continent.  The 
second  reason  was  probably  more  instrumental  in  the  case  of  Offa  and  it  was  to 
facilitate  the  issue  of  cut  halfpennies.  It  would  not  have  been  possible  to  cut  a 
sceatta  but,  as  they  varied  in  weight  from  about  ten  to  twenty  grains,  it  was  common 
for  them  to  pass  by  weight  instead  of  tale.  This  proved  most  inconvenient. 

The  cutting  of  pennies. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  silver,  standard  sized  penny  it  was  easy  for  halves 
of  a  unit  to  pass  from  hand  to  hand.  The  cutting  of  coins  was  done  at  the  mint 
and  it  was  illegal  for  the  public  to  sever  a  coin.  A  number  of  cut  coins  in  collections 
today  are  probably  not  genuinely  cut,  and  it  is  easy  to  tell  these  specimens.  The 
moneyer’s  cut  is  quite  distinctive,  being  down  the  centre  of  the  cross  which  is  found  ^ 
usually  on  all  coins  of  the  period.  The  portrait  issues  have  a  cross  of  the  reverse  and 
most  of  the  non-portrait  emissions  feature  one  of  the  smaller  crosses  on  the  obverse. 

A  genuinely  cut  penny  has  a  peculiar  slanting  edge  to  the  cut  side. 

The  false  coins  are  unlikely  to  have  been  “  forgeries  ”  by  persons  living  at  the 
time  as  the  penalties  for  mutilation  of  the  king’s  money  were  too  severe.  It  is  more 
probable  that  these  cut  coins  are  the  work  of  persons  in  later  times  wishing  to  place  a 
collector’s  value  on  a  worthless  fragment.  The  earliest  cut  penny  I  can  trace  is  a 
coin  issued  by  Ecberht  of  Wessex,  802-838.  From  the  reign  of  Alfred  there  is  an 
almost  continuous  run  of  fractions  in  the  national  and  private  collections  today. 

If  my  second  suggestion  for  the  introduction  of  a  cut  halfpenny  is  correct,  one 
would  expect  to  find  examples  from  every  reign  since  the  inception  of  the  penny. 

In  fact  copies  do  survive  from  many  reigns  and  there  are  two  reasons  why  some 
gaps  appear  in  our  collections.  The  first  is  the  difficulty  in  finding  such  small  items, 
particularly  in  the  cases  of  hoards  buried  in  the  earth  without  a  container  or  where 
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the  holder  has  disintegrated.  The  other  reason  is  the  apparent  lack  of  interest  by 
numismatists  of  the  past  in  these  fractions.  One  may  cite  the  Waterloo  Bridge 
find^  of  Burgred  and  Aethelred  I  which  is  said  to  have  contained  a  number  of 
fragments.  These  were  never  recorded.  Another  example  is  the  Linton  find^  of 
Norman  pennies  where,  according  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Andrew  who  examined  it  shortly 
after  its  discovery,  there  were  36  to  40  halfpennies.  The  number  of  halves  recorded 
from  the  hoard  is  only  23  and  those  that  appear  to  have  been  dispersed  are  thought 
to  have  been  the  very  rare  irregular  issues  of  Stephen’s  reign  which  may  well  have 
come  from  Linton.  Some  of  the  fragments  at  least  were  probably  thrown  away. 

Why  round  halfpennies  ? 

There  is  one  other  question  which  may  be  asked  and  it  is  this :  “  Why  issue 
round  halfpennies  when  cut  coins  had  sufficed  in  the  past  ?”  It  was  not  to  replace 
the  cut  coin  for  in  the  reign  of  Alfred,  when  it  was  introduced,  round  and  cut  examples 
^  of  this  denomination  are  known  to  have  circulated  side  by  side.  This  is  also  true  of 
f  the  reigns  of  Edmund,  Edred,  Edwig  and  Edgar,  and  probably  other  monarchs. 
The  reason  for  the  special  round  coin  is,  I  think,  to  provide  a  more  practical  farthing. 
The  round  halfpenny  had  a  larger  area  than  half  a  cut  penny  and  when  the  former  was 
halved  it  was  much  easier  to  handle.  The  quartered  penny  is  thought  to  have  come 
into  existence  before  the  production  of  the  round  half  and  the  origin  of  its  name 
“fourth  thing”  may  well  have  come  from  this  source.  The  earliest  known  farthing  cut 
from  a  round  halfpenny  is  from  the  reign  of  Edred,  but  the  incidence  of  finds  may 
explain  the  absence  of  earlier  specimens. 

The  round  halfpenny  continued  in  production  until  the  reign  of  Edgar  and, 
apart  from  an  unique  specim.en  from  the  time  of  Henry  I,  does  not  appear  again 
until  Edward  I.  This  represents  a  lapse  of  325  years  and  may  be  attributed  to  the 
cost  of  production — an  important  factor  in  England  even  a  thousand  years  ago! 
When  the  penny  was  first  struck  only  one  mint,  namely  Canterbury,  was  in  operation, 
but  by  the  year  860  five  mints  were  open  regularly.  These  were  all  situated  south-east 
of  a  line  from  the  Wash  to  Southampton.  It  was  not  until  the  late  ninth  century 
that  the  penny  was  circulating  in  the  northern  part  of  the  country  and  this  was,  to  a 
certain  extent,  the  result  of  the  invasion  of  that  part  of  England  by  the  Danes. 

By  the  time  when  Edgar  was  king,  over  thirty  mints  were  striking  although  the 
halfpenny  was  produced  at  only  tw^o  or  three  of  them.  The  number  of  mints  open 
at  any  one  time  reached  over  seventy  during  the  rule  of  Aethelred  the  Unready. 
The  lack  of  communications  and  increasing  need  for  money  caused  the  number  of 
mints  to  increase.  If  one  remembers  that  many  of  the  mints  were  under  the  control 
of  the  local  earl  whose  sole  interest  was  to  make  a  profit  from  the  operation,  it  is  easy 
to  see  that  the  mint  would  only  remain  in  operation  when  it  was  required.  The 
cost  of  dies  and  labour  was  high  and  difficult  to  recover  from  the  profit  on  a  halfpenny 
which  amounted  to  approximately  sixpence  per  hundred,  especially  when  the  type 
was  changed  frequently.  It  would  have  been  difficult  to  strike  all  the  necessary 
halfpennies  in,  say,  London  at  a  time  when  it  was  found  essential  to  have  a  network 
of  local  mints  throughout  the  country. 

Edward  I  reformed  the  coinage  in  1280  and  the  number  of  mints  was  reduced  to 
twelve.  He  introduced  once  again  the  round  halfpenny  and  struck  for  the  first  time 
round  farthings.  These  were  issued  from  half  the  mints  and  the  farthing  had  a 
small  amount  of  base  metal  added  to  its  silver  content  shortly  after  its  inception, 
to  make  the  coin  larger.  The  little  farthing  continued  until  the  time  of  Edward  VI

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and  was  dropped  for  a  very  short  time.  It  was  reintroduced  by  James  I  but  was  made 
of  copper  instead  of  silver.  The  silver  farthing  is  not  known  for  the  reigns  of  Edward 
V  or  Richard  III  but  coins  of  these  kings  are  very  rare.  The  silver  halfpenny  survived 
until  the  reign  of  Charles  I  and  was  also  issued  under  the  Commonwealth.  From 
Charles  II  onwards  only  copper  halfpennies  were  struck  but  during  the  periods  of 
little  or  no  copper  output  from  the  mint  there  were  private  issues  of  tokens  to  meet 
the  demand  for  small  change.

VI.  Mid-week  muddles  in  Roussillon 

Toulouse  had  been  planned  as  my  main  stopping  place  in  south-west  France, 
and  the  collection  of  coins  there  was  the  second  richest  collection  that  I  was  to  see 
on  my  whole  trip.  My  visit  to  Toulouse  was  therefore  planned  for  a  Monday,  and 
the  following  Monday  was  set  aside  for  Nimes.  The  week  in  between  could  be 
devoted  to  the  Pyrenees  and  Roussillon,  although  it  had  to  end  at  Montpellier  for  a 
social  visit  to  the  one  family  in  France  whom  I  knew  well.  The  curator  at  Toulouse 
was  very  helpful  indeed  with  suggestions  for  planning  the  week.  He  knew  that 
there  were  coins  at  Foix,  Perpignan,  and  Montpellier,  and  suggested  Carcasonne 
and  Narbonne  as  possible  extras,  so  this  meant  a  heavy  week  of  travelling  to  take 
advantage  of  all  his  ideas. 

I  drove  due  west  from  Toulouse  on  a  level  road  in  flat  country  into  the  most 
glorious  sunset  that  I  saw  in  the  whole  seven  weeks.  The  deep  blue  glow  in  the  sky 
after  the  sun  had  set  decided  me  to  go  on  driving  for  the  sheer  pleasure  of  beetling 
on,  as  if  in  a  dimly  lit  vault,  so  that  I  stopped  for  the  night  not  far  from  Carcasonne. 
I  had  sent  my  usual  letters  to  all  the  museums  on  my  route,  so  I  made  straight  for 
the  medieval  Cite  the  next  day.  All  the  signs  and  directions  to  this  Roman  and 
Medieval  wailed  town  assume  that  travellers  are  coming  from  Narbonne ;  I  w^as  not, 
I  was  coming  in  the  opposite  direction,  so  that  all  I  ever  saw  was  the  backs  of  signs, 
and  their  back-to-front  writing  in  my  driving  mirror,  by  which  time  it  was  too  late. 
Eventually  I  gave  up  this  particular  rebellion  as  a  bad  job,  did  a  U-turn,  and 
obediently  went  the  accepted  way. 
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My  enquiries  for  museums  met  a  blank  stare^  and  I  was  sold  a  ticket  for  a  tour 
of  the  chateau  and  the  walls,  and  submitted  with  good  grace  hoping  to  find  some 
coins  on  the  way.  The  walls  and  turretts  of  the  enclosed  town  are  Roman  in  origin, 
Visigothic  in  patches  and  additions,  medieval  in  overhauling,  but  largely  Viollet  le 
Due  in  actual  construction.  The  present  medieval  town  presumably  occupies  the 
same  area  as  the  Roman  town,  and  some  excavation  has  been  done,  so  that  some  coins 
must  have  been  found  at  some  time.  The  tour  produced  nothing,  and  ended  at 
lunch  time  with  everyone  away  and  everything  locked  up.  I  bowed  to  the  inevitable, 
went  round  the  church,  had  lunch,  wrote  some  post-cards,  and  returned  to  the  attack 
at  1400  hrs.  precisely.  I  finally  got  on  to  the  senior  guide,  but  even  he  was  vague. 
Yes,  there  had  been  excavations,  but  the  excavator  had  died.  There  had  been  a 
museum,  but  it  had  been  disbanded,  and  what  little  stuff  there  was  was  in  store 
waiting  to  be  displayed  when  the  chateau  was  fully  restored.  He  was  sure  that  there 
were  some  coins,  but  not  many,  perhaps  50  or  100.  This  seemed  as  far  as  I  could 
get,  so  I  put  a  blank  against  Carcasonne  and  went  on  to  Foix. 

Later  in  the  same  week  I  visited  Narbonne,  and,  duly  buoyed  up  by  thoughts  of 
Gallia  Narbonensis,  I  started  my  round  of  museums  there.  In  the  archiepiscopal 
palace  my  hopes  rose  as  I  saw  mosaic  pavements  of  excellent  quality  and  design,  and 
a  well  laid  out  archaeological  display  from  the  Roman  city,  including  two  gold  coins. 
The  palace  itself  was  of  considerable  interest,  especially  the  chapel  with  its  remains 
of  thirteenth  century  w’all-pain tings.  Then  I  enquired  for  the  curator  and  a  brief 
scene  was  played  out,  of  the  possibility  of  which  I  had  been  warned  long  before  I  had 
ever  set  out.  “  Of  course,”  someone  had  said  jokingly  “  you  will  often  have  to  find 
out  the  politics  of  the  local  mayor,  and  whether  or  not  he  gets  on  with  M.  le  Cure.” 
I  was  shown  into  the  curator’s  office  and  welcomed  warmly,  but  rather  sadly. 
“  I  remember  your  letter,  but  just  for  the  moment  I  have  forgotten  the  subject.  I 
know  it  was  something  I  would  like  to  do  for  you  but  can’t.”  I  reminded  him  of 
coins.  Very  apologetically  he  explained,  yes,  there  was  a  large  collection  but  it 
belonged  legally  to  the  town  and  M.  le  Maire  kept  it  very  firmly  under  lock  and  key, 
the  curator  of  the  museum  did  not  get  a  look  in.  Arrangements  could  probably  be 
made,  but  I  would  have  to  make  them  direct,  and  they  would  be  bound  to  take  a 
little  time.  He  suggested  that  if  I  was  only  passing  through,  the  matter  would  have 
to  drop,  but  if  I  ever  came  again,  I  should  write  a  firm  letter  well  in  advance,  and 
hope  for  the  best. 

And  so  I  have  to  record  one  failure  which  was  serious.  I  have  already  recorded 
failure  at  Bordeaux,  and  I  shall  also  do  so  at  the  two  other  largest  towns  in  France, 
but  these  failures  are  not  serious  for  the  coins  are  in  large  municipal  collections,  their 
past  histories  are  vague,  and  their  archaeological  and  local  value  is  in  doubt.  But 
Narbonne,  I  think,  escapes  these  strictures,  is  a  Roman  town  of  the  first  importance, 
and  has  a  purely  local  collection,  so  that  failure  to  list  it  is  the  only  regret  of  my 
whole  journey.  Let  us  hope  that  when  the  energetic  and  very  helpful  curator  has 
finished  laying  out  his  palace,  as  a  very  well  displayed  museum,  a  rapprochement 
may  be  reached  with  the  Maire. 

But  this  defeat  is  out  of  order,  before  it  came  a  very  small  but  unexpected  victory. 
Foix  had  puzzled  me  when  it  was  mentioned  in  the  museum  at  Toulouse,  but  with 
the  aid  of  my  map  and  Michelin  guide  I  set  off  straight  for  the  Pyrenees  from 
Carcasonne.  The  drive  was  exhilarating,  across  a  flat  plain,  and  then  gradually, 
sometimes  not  so  gradually,  up.  Up  twisting  valleys,  round  interlocking  spurs, 
emerging  on  top,  with  suddenly  another  layer  of  hills  to  ascend.  Foix  as  a  town  is 
delightful,  with  its  fresh  atmosphere,  tumbling  stream,  surrounding  hills  and  a 
castle  perched  up  on  a  rocky  tuft.  This  was  a  Tuesday  but  yet  my  Michelin  guide 
said  that  the  museum  and  castle  were  open.  I  did  not  really  believe  it,  and  I  was 
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right.  I  returned  early  the  next  morning,  looked  round  the  castle,  and  then  rang  the 
bell  to  get  into  the  museum.  With  the  attendant  I  entered  the  first  chamber  of  the 
keep,  and  a  long  party  piece  began,  describing  the  merits  of  a  large  dinosaur-type 
skeleton  mounted  at  one  end  of  the  room.  Normally  I  am  patient,  and  interested  in 
everything,  that  week  I  was  tired,  so  I  cut  the  dinosaur  off  in  mid-stream  and  asked 
for  the  coins.  “  You  don’t  want  to  hear  about  the  dinosaur  ?”  “  No.”  Strange,  but 
he  still  had  his  trump  card.  “  Ah,  but  you’d  like  to  see  the  human  skeletons.” 
“  No.”  The  trump  card  had  failed,  and  grumpily  I  was  lead  upstairs  to  the  collection. 
Spread  out  before  me  in  a  glass  case  were  53  coins ;  this  was  the  collection  from  the 
whole  departement  of  the  Ariege. 

I  listed  the  coins,  trying  to  repair  his  hurt  feelings  by  enthusing  over  some 
which  were  in  very  good  condition.  Six  of  the  first  century,  eight  of  the  second 
century,  twenty-two  from  211  to  260,  one  of  Victorinus,  two  of  Diocletian,  one  of 
Constantine  I,  one  of  Valentinian  I,  and  one  of  Magnus  Maximus.  What  conclusions 
can  be  drawn  from  this  collection  I  do  not  know,  but  at  least  it  is  a  sample  from  a  very 
out  of  the  way  place,  and  it  does  stretch  from  the  beginning  under  Tiberius  almost 
to  the  end  at  388,  and  perhaps  the  concentration  of  early  third  century  sestertii  says 
something. 

VII.  Perpignan,  a  numismatic  museum 

France  seems  determined  to  stop  all  travellers  being  too  idealistic.  Each  time  I 
spent  a  wonderful  day  in  the  mountains  with  fresh  breezes,  small  clean  villages,  cheap 
hotels,  and  friendly  people  some  celestial  tourist  agency  made  sure  that  I  returned 
quickly  to  flat  country,  to  see  the  hideous  suburbs  of  a  modern  industrial  town  with 
dirty  streets,  hot  lifeless  sunshine,  expensive  hotels,  and  an  attitude  of  “  take  it  or 
leave  it.”  This  happened  in  the  Massif  Centrale  where  two  days  from  the  Dordogne 
to  Conques  were  blissful,  but  were  followed  by  visits  to  Rodez  and  Albi.  It  happened 
again  in  the  Pyrenees  in  my  journey  up  to  Foix,  in  my  one  night  stay  there  com¬ 
fortably  and  cheaply,  a  superb  drive  through  narrow  gorges  and  wonderfully  long 
hairpins,  through  Quillan,  and  then  through  the  vineyards  of  Roussillon,  trundling 
every  so  often  behind  a  tractor  and  trailer  heaped  with  grapes,  some  of  which  fell 
on  the  road  to  be  crushed  by  my  tyres  before  the  rest,  only  to  land  me  sweating  and 
swearing  in  the  brick  built  up,  flat,  traffic-full  sprawling  suburbs  of  Perpignan,  a 
town  with  few  of  the  French  graces,  and  most  of  the  Spanish  vices. 

My  memories  of  Perpignan  are  divided  into  two  parts,  a  human  part  and  a 
numismatic  part.  The  human  part  belongs  to  the  arrival  and  the  night  spent  there, 
but  the  next  morning  belongs  to  the  nmuismatic  part  and  is  far  more  rosy.  My  view 
of  the  town  is  overcast  by  minor  annoyances  which  started  when,  for  the  first  time, 
I  could  not  find  a  place  to  park.  My  final  parking  place  was  some  way  from  the 
museum  where  I  hoped  to  find  my  fill  of  coins.  I  was  disappointed  for  the  museum 
had  no  coins,  but  the  attendant  told  me  to  try  the  Musee  Puig  which  he  thought  was 
across  the  river.  I  set  off,  and  at  the  bridge  asked  a  gendarme  for  further  directions. 
Yes,  straight  across  the  bridge,  and  then  straight  on,  opposite  the  new  police  station. 
He  omitted  to  say  “  a  mile  further  on,”  so  that  by  the  time  I  found  the  museum  I  was 
back  in  the  suburbs.  The  door  was  answered  but  the  curator  was  out,  “  try  again 
tomorrow  morning  about  ten,  I  will  tell  him  you  called.”  With  a  trek  back  of  a  mile 
along  hot  dusty  streets  to  the  bridge,  and  a  further  mile  to  the  car,  whereas  before 
I  was  feeling  tired  in  general,  now  I  was  feeling  tired  in  particular,  and  disgruntled, 
and  gastronomically  upset.  With  effortless  lack  of  judgement  I  made  the  day’s 
worst  blunder  and  booked  in  at  a  cheap  hotel  in  a  bedroom  with  a  window  one  foot 
square  and  a  rigidly  set  menu  for  8  francs.  I  shall  remember  in  future  that  when  I  am 
miserable  it  pays  in  every  way  to  forget  about  money  and  be  miserable  in  comfort.

Here  I  was  miserable  in  discomfort,  sat  down  feeling  queazy  to  a  meal  in  which  the 
main  dish  w^as  Poulet  Provencale  covered  with  a  thick  oily  sauce,  heavily  flavoured 
with  pimentoes.  I  left  hurriedly  and  went  to  bed  far  too  early,  so  that  it  took  ages  in 
an  airless  room  to  get  to  sleep. 

The  next  day  was  different,  I  felt  better,  packed  up  quickly,  erased  all  mention 
of  that  hotel  from  my  records  and  accounts,  and  made  off  in  the  car  for  the  Musee 
Puig.  I  was  greeted  warmly  by  the  curator  who  brushed  aside  my  conventional  hopes 
that  I  was  not  disturbing  him,  by  pointing  out  that  he  was  the  guardian  of  a  collection 
which  was  meant  to  be  used,  and  he  was  delighted  to  see  someone  who  proposed  to 
use  it.  The  coins  form  a  collection  built  up  by  M.  Puig,  and  left  to  the  town  of 
Perpignan;  2,401  Roman  coins  are  only  a  part  of  the  total  which  also  includes  a  good 
selection  of  Greek  coins,  several  series  of  local  coinages,  Languedoc,  Toulouse, 
Majorca,  Roussillon,  and,  of  course  a  very  full  French  series  from  Charlemagne 
onwards.  I  accorded  Toulouse  the  title  of  richest  museum,  with  57  gold  coins  of 
the  Western  Empire,  but  this  is  only  because  I  put  Perpignan  on  the  different  level 
of  a  personal  collection.  Here,  with  109  gold  coins,  the  proportions  as  to  date  were 
what  I  had  come  to  expect,  but  as  at  Toulouse  it  was  a  feast  collected  from  a  region 
of  France,  with  an  emphasis  presumably  put  on  the  precious  metals.  Whereas  the 
large  collection  in  the  Cirencester  museum  in  England  contains  8  denarii  of  Antoninus 
Pius  and  his  family,  and  Richborough,  with  nearly  57,000  coins  has  seven,  the  Puig 
collection  has  12  perfect  aurii  and  61  denarii. 

In  such  a  wonderful  collection,  not  mentioned  in  the  Michelin  guide,  which  has 
apparently  had  only  one  other  English  visitor  in  the  past  fifteen  ( ?)  years,  it  is  difficult 
to  remember  specific  coins.  I  soon  got  used  to  seeing  tray  after  tray,  and  reign  after 
reign,  begin  with  a  selection  of  gold,  then  silver,  then  choice  bronze  and  copper. 
I  wondered  whether  the  six  cistophori  of  Augustus  had  been  found  in  France,  or 
the  seven  antoniniani  of  Caracalla.  I  was  almost  prepared  for  the  two  gold  coins  of 
GalHenus,  and  the  400  more  or  less  silver  coins  of  238  to  260,  but  some  of  the  greatest 
surprises  came  in  the  radiate  period  proper,  260  to  295. 

Sestertii  of  Postumus  I  had  come  across  before,  but  in  the  deep  south  I  was 
totally  unprepared  for  a  hoard,  still  in  an  old  envelope,  of  74  barbarous  radiates. 
Unfortunately  there  is  no  record  of  where  they  came  from,  but  it  seems  a  fair  guess 
that  since  they  are  all  copied  from  coins  of  Tetricus  II,  they  belong  somewhere 
several  hundred  miles  further  North.  Wherever  they  were  discovered  it  was  not 
far  from  their  place  of  manufacture  for  they  are  all  of  the  same  style  and  a  little  close 
study  would,  I  am  sure,  produce  evidence  of  die-links.  Barbarous  radiates  had  been 
very  rare  in  the  collections  that  I  had  seen  up  to  then.  Bourges,  the  most  northerly, 
had  only  six  among  700  regular  radiates,  so  that  this  hoard  at  Perpignan  gives 
evidence  that  the  collector  spread  his  net  over  a  wide  area. 

Gold  of  Diocletian,  Galerius  and  Constantine  I,  I  had  never  seen  before,  but  one 
coin  which  would  have  shaken  even  habitues  of  national  collections  was  a  beautifully 
preserved  aureus  of  Allectus.  With  the  reverse  of  Pax  Aug  it  is  similar  to  RIC  6  but 
satisfyingly  unrecorded  since  it  has  an  extra  D  in  the  mint-mark  on  the  left  of  the 
figure,  in  the  field.  This  coin,  like  the  barbarous  radiates,  must  surely  have  come 
from  the  north  of  France,  since  it  is  the  only  example  of  the  British  Emperors  in  the 
collection.  Seven  coins  which  are  more  likely  to  belong  to  the  South-West  are  five 
solid!  and  two  silver  coins  of  Constantine  III  (408-411).  Although  this  usurper 
started  like  Carausius  in  England,  he  extended  his  rule  to  Gaul  and  even  to  Spain, 
while  Plonorius  was  occupied  with  the  threat  of  Alaric  in  Rome  and  Ravenna.  But 
it  must  be  admitted  that  the  main  value  of  this  collection  lies  in  the  perfection  of  the 
coins  rather  than  the  historical  inferences  that  can  be  drawn  from  it,  and  although 
in  some  other  museums  my  delight  was  a  little  “  reinforced  ”  to  please  the  curators. 
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I  like  to  think  that  at  Perpignan  my  chortles  and  expressions  of  genuine  delight  gave 
the  courteous  and  very  kindly  curator  a  worthwhile  morning. 

This  was  a  period  of  torrential  rain  in  Languedoc;  I  escaped  severe  flooding  in 
Perpignan  by  two  days  and  arrived  to  see  only  the  debris  littered  along  the  banks  of 
the  river.  I  left  the  town  at  lunchtime  and  headed  north  in  sultry  heat  which  promised 
thunder  to  come^,  making  for  Narbonne  the  next  day.  I  decided  to  take  an  afternoon’s 
rest,  and  stopped  at  an  isolated  Parador  which  is  no  doubt  full,  in  the  holiday  season, 
of  Frenchmen  heading  for  Spain,  and  Spaniards  heading  for  France.  After  I  had 
booked  in,  I  set  off  along  a  narrow  road  between  two  salt  lagoons,  which  led  to  a 
small  holiday  village  right  out  on  the  proper  coast,  by  the  sea.  In  the  summer  it 
must  be  packed  with  families  in  their  holiday  villas  and  shacks,  and  a  blaze  of  colour 
from  beach  clothes,  towels,  huts,  awnings  and  stalls.  In  mid-October,  with  a  grey 
sky,  it  was  deserted,  shuttered  and  drab,  fitting  perfectly  with  my  mood,  and  I  sat 
in  the  car  on  the  beach  with  a  lone  fisherman  the  only  human  in  sight.  With  a 
howhng  wind  coming  in  the  window  I  relaxed  for  the  afternoon  over  a  book,  which 
I  had  rationed  out  for  such  breaks,  and  having  finished  it  off  found  quite  enough  to 
sit  and  think  about  until  it  was  time  to  eat.  This  time  it  was  another  Spanish  meal, 
but  I  was  rested  and  hungry  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  it. 

GOLD  INGOT  CURRENCY  OF  INDIA  1853-1899.

In  the  February  (1967)  Bulletin^  Mr.  G.  H.  Wright  provides  a  short  account 
dealing  with  the  production  and  use  of  Indian  Tola  ingots  manufactured  in  gold  and 
silver. 

He  comments  upon  the  dearth  of  information  respecting  these  pieces  which  he 
attributes  to  the  fact  that  “  they  do  not  properly  come  within  the  province  of 
numismatics,”  and  goes  on  to  say  “  Tolas  are  not  coins,  neither  are  they  intended  to 
pass  as  currency.” 

While  the  account  by  Mr.  Wright  of  the  manufacture  and  use  of  the  gold  and 
silver  ingots  may  be  that  applicable  today,  this  has  not  always  been  the  case.  Gold 
ingots  played  a  considerable  part  in  the  Indian  currency  system  during  the  last  half 
of  the  19th  century,  and  their  inception  extends  back  to  the  days  of  the  East  India 
Company. 

The  use  of  a  gold  ingot  currency  commenced  among  Bombay  bankers  and  bullion 
merchants  and  belongs  to  the  period  1853-1899  when  gold  coins  possessed  no  legal 
tender  in  India.  To  understand  the  reasons  for  the  widespread  use  of  gold  Tola 
ingots  as  currency,  it  is  necessary  to  refer  briefly  to  the  position  of  gold  coinage. 

When  the  East  India  Company  introduced  their  unified  currency  system  in  1835, 
they  substituted  monometallism  for  bimetallism  and  the  silver  rupee  was  declared 
unlimited  legal  tender.  Gold  coin  was  not  a  legal  tender.  Some  gold  was  coined  in 
1835,  mostly  government  holdings,  but  since  gold  coin  had  no  legal  denomination 
it  was,  in  effect,  merchandize  which  sold  for  silver  rupees  at  whatever  price  gold 
would  sell  in  the  market.  This  resulted  in  a  loss  to  the  mint.  In  1836,  the  Mint 
obtained  permission  to  sell  the  government  bullion  in  its  possession  instead  of 
coining  it. 

In  1841  this  was  changed.  A  Proclamation  ordered  the  officers  in  charge  of 
Public  Treasuries  to  receive  gold  coins  at  the  rate  indicated  by  their  denomination. 
This  was  15  silver  rupees  for  the  Mohur,  and  between  1841-1847  Mohurs  were 
minted  and  issued  at  tffis  rate. 

The  gold  discoveries  in  California  and  Australia  upset  the  ratio  of  silver  to  gold. 
Speculators  started  bringing  gold  to  the  Indian  Mints  for  conversion  into  coin  at  the 
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established  rate.  The  working  of  the  speculator  was  simple.  By  manipulating  the 
regulations  the  owner  of  the  bullion  was  merely  selling  the  metal  to  the  government 
for  silver  at  the  par  rate  of  15  to  1.  The  Mint  certificate  received  by  the  speculator 
for  the  gold  he  dehvered  was  immediately  paid  into  the  Treasury  at  par  in  satisfaction 
of  government  dues,  or  negociated  through  the  banks  at  the  official  rate  for  silver 
rupees.  Thus,  the  gold  when  coined,  remained  a  dead  balance  in  the  Treasury  as  it 
could  not  be  issued  at  the  rate  of  15  to  1  in  its  debased  form  as  coin. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  1852,  over  four  million  rupees  value  of  gold  coin  had 
accumulated  in  the  Treasuries  and  the  government  issued  a  Notice  that  from  the 
1st  January  1853,  no  gold  coins  would  be  received  on  accounts  of  payments  due. 
Gold  bullion  could  still  be  brought  to  the  mints  for  conversion  into  coin,  but 
certificates  given  for  gold  bullion  deposits  could  only  be  discharged  in  gold  coin. 
When  the  rule  of  the  East  India  Company  terminated  in  1858,  this  condition  was 
continued  by  the  Government  of  India  and  all  gold  coins  struck  at  the  Indian  mints 
until  the  year  1892  was  on  this  basis. 

Bombay  was  the  great  bullion  market  for  India  and  gold  imported  from  England 
came  in  the  form  of  10  oz.  bars.  These  were  manufactured  in  London;  highly 
polished  and  bore  the  name  of  the  importing  bank  together  with  the  stamp  of  the 
London  broker. 

With  no  Government  Currency  Notes  to  remedy  the  defects  of  the  existing 
silver  currency  when  large  payments  had  to  be  made,  and  also  to  dispense  with  the 
troublesome  routine,  delay  and  charges  involved  in  having  bullion  coined  into 
Mohurs  at  the  mints,  the  practice  commenced  among  Bombay  bankers  and  native 
businessmen  to  balance  accounts  or  discharge  large  rupee  payments  through  the 
medium  of  these  gold  10  oz.  bars 

It  was  a  crude  remedy  and  initially  confined  to  the  10  oz.  bars,  but  the  practice 
soon  spread  to  several  parts  of  the  country.  Gold  “bars”  were  cheaper  and  quicker 
to  manufacture  than  the  government  minted  Mohur,  and  “bars  ”  were  specially 
manufactured  in  Bombay  with  weights  expressed  in  multiples  and  divisions  of  the 
Indian  standard  Tola  weight  (=  180  troy  grains).  The  earliest  notice  noted  by  the 
writer  which  refers  to  their^  increasing  circulation  as  an  “  ingot  currency  ”  is  a 
report  of  the  year  1863-64. 

These  currency  Tola  ingots  are  frequently  encountered  by  the  numismatist. 
Their  shape  varies  from  circular  to  irregular  forms.  They  bear  the  stamp  or  mark  of 
Bombay  banks  and  achieved  a  widespread  circulation  in  Western  India  as  a  substitute 
for  a  gold  currency. 

In  1893,  the  Imperial  sovereign  and  J  sovereign  were  made  current  at  the  rate  of 
15  and  1\  rupees  respectively  and  finally,  in  1899,  Imperial  gold  coins  were  declared 
a  legal  tender.  India  was  now  on  the  gold  standard  and  gold  ingots  ceased  to  circulate 
as  “  currency  ”  but  they  continued  to  be  made  for  commercial  use.  When  India 
abandoned  the  gold  standard  in  1927,  this  had  no  effect  on  the  commercial  gold 
ingot.  They  did  not  revert  to  their  original  currency  role  as  by  that  date.  Govern¬ 
ment  paper  and  normal  instruments  of  finance  served  the  purpose  for  large 
transactions. 

The  silver  ingots  are  a  more  recent  innovation  and  as  stated  by  Mr.  Wright, 
they  have  never  been  issued  or  intended  as  a  currency  substitute.  Silver,  as  a  coinage 
metal  ceased  in  India  in  1946.  With  the  withdrawal  of  the  old  silver  coins  and  their 
large  melting  down  by  the  bazar  or  working  jewellers.  Tola  bars  of  silver  have  been 
manufactured  in  recent  years  to  meet  the  commercial  demand  for  small  or  convenient 
quantities  of  the  metal. 

The  silver  bar  which  illustrates  Mr.  Wrights  account  bears  the  stamp  of  the 
Indian  Government  Mint,  Bombay,  in  addition  to  that  of  the  issuing  bank.  Some 
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of  the  commercial  gold  tola  ingots  manufactured  prior  to  1947  were  also  fabricated 
in  the  British  Indian  mint — a  facility  made  available  to  bullion  brokers  and  bankers 
after  the  mints  were  closed  to  the  general  receipt  of  private  bullion  in  1893. 

In  the  case  of  the  present  day  manufacture  of  the  gold  and  silver  bars  in  the 
mint,  this  may  be  a  form  of  official  regulation  imposed  by  the  Indian  Government. 
For  some  years,  the  government  has  attempted  to  control  foreign  exchange  including 
the  Bombay  bullion  market,  and  while  the  writer  has  not  noticed  any  report  to  support 
this,  it  is  quite  probable  that  this  is  one  form  adopted  to  achieve  this  end. 

«THE  GREAT  BRITAIN”

Whilst  removing  the  ceiling  of  some  property  to  be  re-developed  in  Stafford, 
this  interesting  1845  medal  was  discovered.  It  goes  back  over  120  years  to  the  ex¬ 
perimental  voyage  of  one  of  the  most  important  British  steamships  of  that  day. 
The  Great  Britain:,  which  sailed  from  Bristol  to  London,  a  Journey  to  which  the 
medal  was  commemorated. 

During  the  early  1830’s  shipowners  were  going  through  a  particularly  hard  time 
economically  and  the  general  feeling  amongst  them  was  that  the  use  of  the  universal 
paddle  wheel  was  not  astride  with  the  times  and  must  be  improved  upon.  It  was 
not  until  1836,  however,  that  any  major  step  forward  was  taken  when  Francis 
Pettit  Smith,  an  Englishman,  patented  practical  screw  propellers.  The  idea  was  not 
unique  and  the  year  also  saw  screw  props,  patented  by  Capt.  John  Ericsson,  a  Swede. 

The  greater  power  of  the  screw,  which  in  turn  led  to  better  economy,  was  realised 
in  1839  when  a  ship  was  built  to  each  of  these  principles,  the  Archimedes  to  Francis 
Pettit  Smith’s  patent  and  the  Robert  F.  Stockton  to  Capt.  Ericsson’s.  These  were 
both  small  vessels,  but  they  were  also  the  start  of  a  new  era  in  shipping. 


Later  in  1839,  The  Great  Britain  (built  by  the  Great  Western  Steam  Ship 
Company)  was  laid  down  in  dry  dock  at  Bristol.  Her  designer  was  1.  K.  Brunei — 
he  also  designed  the  famous  Great  Eastern  and  was  responsible  for  the  broad  (7  ft.) 
gauge  of  the  Great  Western  Railway — who  was  so  impressed  when  taking  a  cruise 
roimd  the  British  coast  on  board  ArchimedeS:,  that  he  abandoned  his  original  intention 
of  making  The  Great  Britain  a  paddle  ship  and  fitted  the  more  enterprising  screw 
machinery,  together  with  six  large  masts. 

It  was  in  1843  that  she  was  launched  by  H.R.H.  Prince  Albert  and  floated  out  of 
Bristol  dock  for  the  first  time.  The  Great  Britain  was  a  much  larger  vessel  than  her 
predecessors  and,  constructed  of  iron,  had  dimensions  of  322  ft.  long  by  50  ft.  6  ins. 
breadth,  by  32  ft.  6  ins.  depth  of  hold  (according  to  the  old  burden  measurement). 
She  had  26  State  rooms  with  one  bed  each  and  1 13  with  2  beds  each. 
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Her  machinery  consisted  of  a  four  cylinder  engine,  each  cyHnder  having  a  diameter 
of  88  ins.,  with  a  stroke  of  72  and  an  indicated  horse-power  of  about  1,000  at  15  lb. 
per  square  inch  pressure.  Maximum  speed  attained  on  trial  was  1 1  knots. 

On  the  26th  January,  1845,  an  experimental  voyage  took  place  from  Bristol  to 
London,  the  navy  having  doubts  about  the  use  of  iron  in  the  building  of  ships.  It 
was  not  until  1846,  however,  when  she  was  stranded  on  the  Irish  coast  for  a  whole 
winter,  experiencing  tremendous  gales  and  Hving  up  to  them  with  great  honour, 
that  people  finally  became  convinced  of  the  great  qualities  of  this  new  ship.  The 
Great  Britain  and  the  advantage  of  her  being  built  of  iron. 

The  medal,  made  of  pewter  and  about  ^  Vu  in.  in  diameter,  is  inscribed  as  follows : —

19,  1843.  Built  by  the  Great  Western  Steam  Ship  Company. 

Reverse  side:  :^ver  Thames.  Jan.  26,  1845.  We  the  undersigned  passengers,  on 
board  “  The  Great  Britain  ”  steam  ship,  on  her  experimental  voyage  from  Bristol  to 
London,  having  witnessed  her  performance  during  a  stiff  gale  and  a  hea\7  sea,  do 
express  our  conviction  of  her  great  length  being  no  detriment  to  her  excellent 
sailing  quahties  and  her  sea  worthiness  and  of  the  great  advantage  of  the  application 
of  Mr.  Smith’s  screw,  as  also  our  sense  of  the  skill,  attention  and  urbanity  of  her 
Commandant,  Lieut.  Hosken,  R.N.

GENERAL  SERVICE  MEDAL,  1918-1962. 

AWARDED  TO  THE  BRITISH  ARMY

With  the  introduction  of  a  new  General  Service  Medal  in  1962  authorised  in 
Army  Order  61  of  1964  (which  wdll  be  common  to  all  three  Services)  it  is  of  interest  to 
put  on  record  details  of  the  medal  it  has  replaced,  as  far  as  the  Army  is  concerned, 
i.e.,  the  General  Service  Medal,  1918-62. 

This  medal  was  originally  authorised  for  the  Army  in  Army  Order  3  of  1923,  to 
commemorate  military  operations  as  notified  in  Army  Orders  from  time  to  time, 
otherwise  than  in  East,  Central  and  West  Africa,  or  in  India,  or  on  the  Indian 
Frontier.  The  medal  was  to  be  known  as  the  “  General  Service  Medal,”  to  distinguish 
it  from  other  similar  medals  it  has  generally  become  known  as  the  “  General  Service 
Medal  1918-62.”  Although  not  authorised  until  1923,  the  first  operations  for 
which  clasps  were  awarded  took  place  in  Southern  Persia  in  1918. 

During  the  period  1918  to  1962  sixteen  clasps  to  the  medal  have  been  awarded, 
these  are:

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The  order  in  which  this  medal  or  the  ribbon  is  worn  in  conjunction  with  other 
campaign  medals  or  stars  depends  when  it  was  first  awarded  to  the  recipient.  If 
awarded  before  World  War  II  it  is  worn  before  the  medals  and  stars  awarded  during 
that  war,  if  awarded  for  operations  after  World  War  II  it  is  worn  after  the  medals  and 
stars  awarded  during  the  War.  In  the  case  of  those  who  received  the  medal  before 
World  War  II  who  subsequently  received  a  clasp  for  operations  after  the  war,  the 
medal  or  ribbon  would  continue  to  be  worn  before  medals  and  stars  that  the  recipient 
received  for  World  War  II. 

Similarly  the  order  in  which  the  clasps  are  found  on  the  medal  varies.  They  are 
worn  from  the  suspender  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  earned.  It  is  therefore 
possible  to  find  variations  in  the  order  e.g.  the  malaya  clasp  can  be  found  above  or 
below  the  Cyprus  clasp  depending  which  operation  the  recipient  first  took  part  in. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  single  clasp  malaya  is  found  on  both  types  of 
King  George  VI  issued  and  on  all  three  types  of  Elizabeth  II  issues.  It  should  also  be 
possible  to  find  the  single  clasp  bomb  and  mine  clearance  1945-56  on  all  these 
different  types  of  medals  issued  during  the  reigns  of  King  George  VI  and  Elizabeth  II 
but  this  has  not  been  verified. 

The  following  combinations  of  clasps  in  addition  to  medals  with  a  single  clasp 
are  known,  should  readers  know  of  any  others  the  writer  would  be  interested  to 
learn  of  them.  All  these  are  shown  in  the  order  the  recipient  received  them,  i.e.from 
the  suspension  upwards:

The  Tola.  The  Tola  has  been  used  as  a  unit  of  weight  in  India  from  times  immemorial 
and  was  a  standard  unit  for  transactions  in  Bullion  until  the  introduction  of  metric  system  of 
weights  and  measures  on  1st  October,  1960  (in  some  parts  of  the  country  and  later  extended).

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The  scale  in  which  the  Tola  appeared  was  1  seer  (2.2/35  lbs.)  =16  Chattaks  =  80  Tolas. 
It  is  further  divided  into  1  Tola=12  Mashas,  1  Masha  =  8  Rattis  and  1  Ratti=8  Rice  (grains). 
Ratti  is  also  the  seed  of  a  plant.  The  strong  influence  of  an  agricultural  economy  is  obvious. 
One  may  wonder  about  the  standard  weight  of  grains  but  this  is  ensured  by  a  standard  weighing 
scale  (Dharam  Kanta)  maintained  for  use  of  everyone. 

The  use  of  Tola  and  its  derivatives  is  supposed  to  have  ended  after  the  introduction  of 
metric  weights — the  equivalent  to  tola  being  2.106/175  Drams  Avoirdupois  or  11.664  grams. 
But  it  is  still  widely  used  in  households,  villages  and  in  many  dealings  except  with  Banks  and 
mints  for  which  the  standard  weight  for  gold  dealings  is  10  grams. — 5*.  P.  Gupta,  Bandra,

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Cambridge  Num.  Soc.  The  February  meeting  of 
the  C.N.S.  was  devoted  to  exhibitions  by  members  of 
portrait  coins.  Altogether  fourteen  members  took  part 
and  although  the  selection  was  left  quite  open,  only 
about  four  coins  were  shown  in  duplicate.  In  all,  a 
very  fine  range  of  coins  were  shown  and  these  gave 
those  present  the  opportunity  to  examine  the  use  of 
the  portrait  from  the  early  coins  of  ancient  Greece.  The 
exhibitions  included  in  addition  to  the  Greek  coins 
mentioned,  a  fine  run  of  Roman  coins,  Byzantine, 
Anglo-Saxon,  English  mediaeval  and  specimens  from 
the  milled  series,  and  continental  coins  to  modern 
times.  Some  portrait  medals  and  coin  weights  were  also 
shown. 

On  March  4th,  a  party  of  members  were  entertained 
in  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  coin  room,  where,  against 
requests  sent  in  earlier  by  those  attending,  the  assistant 
keeper,  Mr.  J.  G.  Pollard,  produced  a  fine  array  of  speci¬ 
mens  for  examination,  these  including  some  pieces  of 
the  highest  possible  rarity.  Mr.  Pollard  also  took 
members  to  the  permanent  exhibition  of  medals  in 
one  of  the  galleries  where  he  gave  details  of  some  of  the 
exceptional  specimens  on  show. 

At  the  normal  March  meeting  on  the  20th,  the 
Society  were  pleased  to  welcome  Mr.  A.  J.  Seltman,  the 
president  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic 
Societies,  who  gave  his  lecture  on  Crusader  Coins. 
After  giving  a  general  picture  of  the  history  of  the 
crusades,  Mr.  Seltman  spoke  in  great  detail  on  the 
coins  of  Jerusalem,  the  feudal  coinages  such  as  those  of 
Tyre,  Sidon,  and  Antioch,  and  he  concluded  with  an 
examination  of  the  coins  of  the  kings  of  Cyprus. 
Descriptions  of  the  actual  coins,  their  metals,  types,  and 
denominations  were  given,  and  thus  members  were 
afforded  the  opportunity  to  learn  about  this  series  of 
coins  for  the  first  time  at  one  of  their  meetings. 

Chelmsford  &  District  Num.  Soc.  The  Chelms¬ 
ford  and  District  Numismatic  Society  were  delighted 
to  welcome  Miss  M.  Archibald  from  the  Department  of 
Coins  at  the  British  Museum  to  their  February  meeting. 
The  subject  was  the  Hartford  Treasure  Trove  and  was 
well  illustrated  by  some  very  fine  slides.  After  describing 
the  hoard  and  discussing  the  relative  scarcity  of  some 
of  the  coins  found  the  speaker  was  kind  enough  to  answer 
questions  from  the  members  and  finally  to  identify 
coins  put  before  her  by  the  meeting. 

On  the  3rd  March,  the  meeting  was  swelled  by  several 
new  members  making  an  attendance  of  about  35. 
After  welcoming  the  newcomers  the  Chairman,  Mr. 
H.  V.  Everitt,  introduced  the  speaker  for  the  evening, 
.Mr.  E.  Jervis,  who  was  to  speak  on  the  “  Milled  Coins 
of  England.”  Mr.  Jervis  split  his  talk  into  three  sections, 
first  introducing  himself  and  how  he  came  to  be 
interested  in  Numismatics,  together  with  some  very 
interesting  stories  relating  to  his  business  and  to  his 
trip  to  America  to  investigate  the  state  of  the  market 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  He  then  went  on  to 
discuss  the  milled  coinage  from  the  very  first  issues  up 
to  the  present  day.  Not  only  did  he  talk  about  the  coins 
but  also  discussed  the  relative  merits  of  various  designers 
and  engravers.  He  finished  his  talk  by  discussing 
probably  the  most  controversial  topic  in  Numismatics — 
that  of  condition. 

Following  the  speaker’s  comments  the  meeting 
discussed  the  merits  of  a  grading  system  put  forward  by 
Mr.  J.  Goody,  one  of  the  members.  He  was  of  the 
opinion  that  a  far  better  method  of  describing  the 
condition  of  a  coin  could  be  devised  by  expressing  its 
appearance  as  a  percentage  The  basis  of  Mr  Goody’s 
idea  was  that  a  coin  in  F.D.C.  condition  would  be  graded 
F.D.C.  100%.  An  E.F.  coin  could  be  E.F.  75%,  a 
V.F.  coin  could  be  V.F.  50°/o  and  so  on.  One  example 


quoted  was  as  follows: — A  coin  which  would  otherwise 
be  F.D.C.  has  a  small  scratch  in  the  field.  This  coin 
cannot  be  called  F.D.C.  but  is  obviously  much  better 
than  E.F.  It  would  therefore  be  graded  F.D.C.  95% 
and  a  similar  coin  with  more  small  scratches  could 
perhaps  be  graded  F.D.C.  90%.  Whilst  it  was  appreci¬ 
ated  that  there  would  still  be  differences  of  opinion  over 
the  condition  of  any  coin,  the  general  feeling  of  the 
meeting  was  that  this  system  would  give  a  greater 
flexibility  of  description  and  would  eliminate  the 
virtually  worthless  gradings  of  G.E.F.  and  N. F.D.C. 
etc.  As  a  dealer  Mr.  Jervis  strongly  supported  this  idea 
and  was  convinced  that  there  were  great  possibilities 
if  this  system  could  be  developed.

Coventry  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  The  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Coventry  and  District  Numismatic 
Society  was  held  on  Thursday,  March  the  2nd,  as  usual 
at  the  “  Three  Spires  Hotel,”  Grayswood  Avenue, 
Coventry.  The  meeting,  which  commenced  at  8  p.m., 
consisted  of  an  Auction  Sale  of  member’s  spares, 
conducted  by  Council  Member,  Mr.  Roy  Phillips, 
assisted  by  Mr.  Frank  Bates  and  the  Secretary.  There 
were  59  lots  for  sale,  and  all  of  them  were  sold  except 
for  seven.  A  total  of  over  5s.  in  auction  commission 
was  raised  for  the  Society’s  funds. 

London  Num.  Club.  The  nineteenth  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  the  Club  was  held  at  Saint  Bride’s 
Institute  on  the  7th  March.  It  was  with  much  regret 
that  the  members  present  heard  that  the  President, 
Mr.  Clifford  Allen,  F.C.A.,  did  not  wish  to  stand  for 
re-election.  Mr.  Allen  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Club  for  eighteen  years  and  was  Press  Officer,  then 
Deputy  President  before  assuming  his  present  office 
which  he  has  held  for  a  record  period  of  ten  years. 
The  Club  expressed  its  appreciation  of  the  many  years  of 
service  given  by  Mr.  Allen  and  unaminously  elected  him 
an  honorary  member. 

Mr.  Robert  Bridge,  F.R.N.S.,  the  present  Deputy 
President,  was  elected  as  President,  and  the  other 
Officers  for  1967  are:  Deputy  President,  Mr.  Allan 
Fraser;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Norman  Turner;  Hon. 
Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  W.  Hills;  Hon.  Editor,  Mr.  Peter 
Clayton. 

The  retiring  President  announced  that  the  London 
Numismatic  Club  now  has  a  membership  of  over  150 
and  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  learned  societies, 
it  is  the  largest  numismatic  body  in  Great  Britain.

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland  (Northern  Branch).  The 

twenty-sixth  meeting  of  the  Northern  Branch  was  held 
in  the  Ulster  Museum  on  Friday,  10  March,  at  8  p.m. 
Twenty-nine  members  and  friends  attended.  Mr.  K.  J. 
Lovatt  took  the  chair  and  after  the  formal  business 
introduced  the  guest  speaker,  Mr.  Derek  Allen.  He 
said  that  Mr.  Allen  had  gained  almost  every  honour  in 
the  numismatic  field,  and  had  come  to  Belfast  as 
President  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society.  He  was  an 
outstanding  authority  on  Celtic  coinage. 

In  his  lecture,  which  was  illustrated  with  slides  of 
maps  and  the  coins  themselves,  Mr.  Allen  followed  the 
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progress  and  spread  of  coinage  across  Europe  from 
Greece  during  the  last  three  centuries  B.c.  The  coins 
which  were  found  in  gold,  clectrum,  silver,  potin  and 
copper,  varied  enormously  from  district  to  district  but 
many  of  them  could  be  traced  back  to  the  gold  stater 
and  silver  tetradrachm  of  Philip  II  of  Macedon  (359- 
336  B.c.)  which  had  circulated  over  a  wide  region  of  the 
Balkans  and  into  Central  Europe.  Some  coins,  like  the 
extraordinary  shell  pattern  cups  of  the  Upper  Danube 
and  Rhine,  possibly  originated  from  other  sources. 

After  describing  many  of  the  intricate  and  involved 
patterns  adopted  by  the  Celts  in  their  coinage,  Mr. 
Allen  went  on  to  describe  some  of  the  coins  issued  by  the 
Belgic  rulers  and  older  Celtic  peoples  in  Britain  during 
the  1st  century  B.c.  He  emphasised  the  change  which 
took  place  in  the  style  of  the  coinage  under  the  influence 
of  Rome. 

Sheffield  and  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  The  March 
meeting  of  the  society  was  held  at  the  Weston  Park 
.Museum  on  Wednesday  the  18th.  Present  were  38 
members  including  4  new  members  to  whom  we 
extended  our  welcome.  Two  of  our  own  members  gave 
talks  which  were  in  the  main  introductions  to  the  collect¬ 
ing  of  coins  and  medals.  The  talks  were  directed  to  the 
junior  element  of  the  society  and  it  was  very  gratifying 
to  have  present  a  large  number  of  such  members. 

After  our  new  president.  Dr.  Vincent,  had  attended  to 
matters  of  the  society  he  introduced  Mr.  Judge  who 
gave  an  introduction  to  collecting  coins. 

Mr.  Judge  started  off  by  explaining  how  coins  probably 
came  into  being  and  generally  gave  a  brief  history  and  a 
description  of  the  types  of  coins  minted  in  this  country 
which  were  illustrated  by  coins  from  his  collection. 

Mr.  Kitson  followed  with  a  talk  on  the  wider  aspects 
of  collecting  including  reference  to  cataloguing,  and  the 
types  of  research  which  might  be  fruitful  in  stimulating  a 
collectors  interest. 

Mr.  Kitson  exhibited  a  selection  of  commemorative 
medals  from  his  collection,  this  series  being  his  main 
interest. 


All  numismatists  residing  in  the  Sheffield  area  are 
cordially  invited  to  attend  our  meetings,  which  are 
always  held  at  the  Weston  Park  .Museum  on  the  third 
Wednesday  evening  in  the  month.
